was learned today. 


Reference to the conference being 
“agreed on the principal points with 
only the details to be settled,” means 
in one sense th at a “show down” on. 
the London pact is yet to come. Tho 
suggestions from high quarters th at 
the delegates again “look over” tho 
fourteen points is also accepted as a 
rem inder th at President Wilson is 
standing ju st as firmly on the prin­ 
ciples 
laid down in the 
arm istieo 
term s as a t the sta rt of the confer­ 
ence. 
Those terms recognize no sec­ 
ret treaties. 
When Greece’s claims were being 
discussed by the British, French and 
Italian representatives, this commit­ 
tee held it was not com petent to dis­ 
cuss certain point- as their govern­ 
ments were bound by the London 
pact regarding tho-e questions.

It is no longer customary to dot 
the lawn with specimen trees and 
shrubs, as in former days.

the 
borders, 
making it serve a^ a living frame. At 
the saute time, the planting of an o c ­ 


c a s i o n a l specimen, if o f

sort, i- permissable, and frequently 
low growing flowering trees can be 
used in groups to 
excellent advan­ 
tage. 
It is rather surprising timt the 
value o f these flowering trees hu> 
not been more fully realized in the 
I nked S t a t e s .

The only difference will 
lie that they will not have charge of 
the road funds. 
The commissioners in this county 
have delayed final action relative to 
township 
road maintenance 
until 
the confusion in the laws is cleared 
away. 
The 
trustees declare 
that 
they will not serve as supervisors 
unless they are compelled to do so 
as they do not believe that the le-gis- 
ature 
ever intended 
to take 
the 
roads out of their hands. 
A question has been raised as to 
what the commissioners will do in 
case the trustees refuse to look af­ 
ter the roads. 
The highways 
are 
placed 
under the direction 
of the 
county highway superintendent and 
it is probable that he may require 


hi-s assistants to take over the re­ 
pair of unimproved roads. 
Hendren holds that the trustees 
cannot be compelled to look after 
the roads hut adds “that they had 
better want to.*’ “Their salaries were 
increased 
two years ago 
when the 
township road supervisor law was 
abolished.” he said, “and the duties 
of looking after the roads turned 
over to them. 
Their salaries were 
increased to provide for the extra 
duties in connection with the road. 
There is a moral obligation there if 
not a legal one and if they refuse to 
look after the roads the legislature 
two years from now will probably 
take care of them by reducing their 
salaries.’’

and previous council* innumerable 
times. 
The fdfmer entitled discus*-**! 
the m atter for two or three years 
but before it 
went out of 
office it 
acted favorably ii|>on a petition for 
the extension, received the assess­ 
ment roll of benefits and damages 
and looked after all the other form- 
alties in connection with the opening 
of the street. 
Practically the only remonstrance 
that was filed against the proposed 
extension came from the Chicago, 
Terre Haute & Southeastern Line 
which is affected to the extent of 
several hundred dollars in the way 
of benefits. 
The railroad company 
sent its general attorney here of! sev­ 
eral occasions to fight the case but 


in due time the formalities whre com­ 
pleted. 
The previous council then 
wc»nt out of office. 


When the present council was or­ 
ganized, Elnora street appeared again 
and tho action of the previous coun­ 
cil was ratified and a few more form­ 
alities were completed. 
The declar­ 
atory 
resolution was adopted, the 
assessm ent of benefits and damages 
was 
passed and all details 
were 
looked after with the exception of 
moving back the fence- which would 
mark the location of the new street. 
P art of the proceedings were taken 
when the Southeastern Line was con­ 
ducted as a private corporation and 
part of the action came after the 
road was taken over by the govern­ 
ment and that results in the present 
confusion. 
At a recent meeting the matter 


was referred to John M, Lewis, city 
attorney and at the session Wed­ 
nesday night he stated that the stat­ 
us of the railroads is an unknown 
quantify. 
Ile said that he had taken 
the matter up with tin*, railroad ad­ 
ministration and expected an answer 
in the near future. 
E nder the pres­ 
ent conditions, however, the admin­ 
istration has told the public that it 
doe.- not want to be bothered with 
local affairs. 
The m atter of getting 
service on the company may be diffi­ 
cult, Judge Lewis stated, and the 
letter may be delayed while it goes 
through the long channels of “red 
tape.” 
Meanwhile the residents who want 
Elnora street extended will have to 
wait patiently until the direetor-gen 
eral of railroads gives the m atter his 
attention. 
It is admitted that if the 
railroad 
administration 
does 
not 
want the fences moved back it can 
temporarily tie up the work.
